Summary of exemptions to the animal welfare act 

1 . The Animal Care and Use Committee approved an exemption to the animal 
welfare act which allows an investigator working with ground squirrels to restrict 
access to food but not water for 1 -7 days in these animals. The goal of the study 
is the molecular and hormonal mechanisms that allow ground squirrels to adapt to 
lack of food intake in preparation for hibernation. An excerpt of the justification 
provided by the investigator is included below. 

Justification for controlled access to food.

During Iriis pcricjd. ihcir melabolism inusr undergo some verv 
extraordinary changes: wilh no food tniake. the gul must change and ihe metabolic 
pathways that provide nuincnis to the various iissues must also account for the lack of 
lood intake. VVe know tlui fats become the tiominatn fuel source during mo-st of the 
■■v-iitcr and paniciilarly a! low tissue temperature. But other fuels arc imporcan: (Buck and 
Ba."ncs.B.. J. Physicii. 279: R255.2000) and it is knovvn that long term iLsting by 
these mammals and bird.scan be characiciized by three phases i Y. Chcrcl and Y. Lc 
Maliu, Am.
